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Burns has gravel pit proposals 


Off Ainsworth Road, south of Route 
125 in North Wilmington are the 
remains of an old gravel pit. The pit 
is about 25 acres in area, but is only a 
part of the property involved in this 
story. The area has been a municipal 
problem for the last quarter century. 

It is one of two areas ravaged, dur- 
ing the late 1950s by Steve Hathawa 
gravel merchant. He sold gravel a 
fill for the construction of Routes 93 
and 125, and he didn’t bother about the 
niceties of local laws.or zoning. The 
Town of Wilmington attempted to stop 
Mr. Hathaway, in the courts. It did 
not: succeed. 

Later a town manager proposed to 
covert the area into an industrial 
zone. The town meeting voted accor- 
dingly, and voted to make the old 
railroad bed of the defunct Salem & 
Lowell Railroad into an accepted 
street - Ainsworth Road. 

‘Then the town manager forgot to 
have the vote recorded in the Registry 
of Deeds. The whole project fell flat 
on its face. The old railroad became 
known as ‘The non-kosher road.”” 

Ainsworth Road, not accepted, 
leads into land that is industrially zon- 
ed. But, being not accepted, and being 
zoned for residential purposes, it may 
not be used by industrial traffic. That 
fact, among others, has been a 
problem for the town for many years. 

Bob Corey of Lowell now owns the 
gravel pit. - He also bought the 
remains of the old railroad, and other 
land, from Bob Evans, formerly of 
Wilmington. Corey owns upward of 50 
acres, and in the middle is some land 
the title of which is in dispute. Corey 
thinks he owns it, The Wilmington 
Water Department says it owns the 
land. 


Court for some time. Fourteen acres 
of land is involved. 

On the Corey property, and partly 
on land to the eastward, belonging to 
the town and part of the watershed of 
the Water Department, is a pond, left 
by Hathaway, and later changed 
somewhat in shape by Corey. That 
pond is one of the problems of the 
area. The only thing that can be said 
of the pond is that it is a place where 
there are some very fine pickerel 
Fishing is wonderful. 

A man named Lawrence Burns now 
seeks to buy that property. Mr. Burns 
has been discussing his plans for the 
past several years. He proposed, 
some time ago, to put in 2,000 units of 
housing for the elderly. Around that 
housing he proposed a moat. That 
would make the pond. serve a good 
purpose, and also serve to keep out 
possible vandals and thieves. 

Last Thursday the Wilmington 
Water Commissioners listened to Mr. 
Burns and his proposals. Money 
seemed no object, as Mr. Burns dis- 
cussed his plans. 

To overcome the Ainsworth Road 
difficulties he proposes to buy land 
along Route 125, from Poloian and 
Jackson. That, he said, would cost 
$300,000, and would give him access to 
the Corey land from Andover Street. 

Burns also reminded the com- 
missioners that there is a right of way 
across the Water Department land. 
They in turn reminded him that the 
right of way is only 20 feet wide. 

He wants sewer Service. He propos- 
ed to construct a sewer to the Charles 
River Breeding Laboratory on 
Ballardvale Street, near whith the 
sewer under construction will some 
day terminate. He also proposed to 
construct a water main, along

Ballardvale Street. 

‘The Water Commissioners told him 
the two mains would have to be apart. 
That would be, for Burns, no difficul- 
ty. He would dig a trench 15 feet 
wide, along the length of Ballardvale 
Street, and put sewer on one side and 
water on the other. 

The moat that Burns proposed 
would be partly on Water Department 
property and partly on what is now 
Corey property. He would grade the 
land of each property, he said, to form 
the moat. 

Burns told the commissioners that 
the moat would be useful to 
““recharge"’ the land in the area, and 
thus ensure that there would be 
enough water for the Browns Crossing 
wellfield. 

Water Commissioner Arthur Smith 
shot down that proposal. 

‘The Browns Crossing wellfield, he 
said, was the finest in Middlesex 
County, and the commissioners 
wanted to keep it that way. If a moat 
were constructed it would become a 
place where road salt would ac- 
cumulate, not to mention oil and 
grease and other things. The Water 
Department didn't want any such 
thing to happen. 

Commissioner George Allen, in 
stead, proposed that there be only run- 
ning water. He termed,it a “babbling: 
brook.” a phrase that Burns adopted. 

Burns is to make plans for a babbl- 
ing brook, along the boundary of the 
Water Department land to the 
eastward of the Corey propefty. It is 
only one of the problems he is facing, 
and the Water Department is only one 
of the boards that he will have to deal 
with, to get his project completed. 
The planning board, of course will be 
another.

Enthusiastic opening for health center 


“It’s is much more of a pioneering 
example than you may think," said 
Dr. Jean Mayer, Sunday, at the 
dedication of the Regional Health 
Center in Wilmington. 

Dr. Mayer, the president of Tufts 
University and a widely-known nutri- 
tion expert, was the keynote speaker 
at the dedication. 

“You've hardly started here, and 
already you're the inspiration for a 
system of medical care,” Dr. Mayer 
said. 

The dedication ceremonies were 
quite well attended. Some 500 persons 
crowded the lobby and adjoining bays 
of the new facility. They were among 
an estimated 3000 persons who toured 
the facility during its weekend open 
house. 

‘And when the facility opened for 
service on Monday, the reception was 
just as encouraging. On its first day 
in operation, the health center treated 
more than one hundred patients. 

The center is equipped to provide 
24-hour walk-in medical care, along 
with primary care for families and 
residents of the area. The center 
differs from a hospital in that it does 
not-have-beds, and therefore does not 
keep patients overnight. But doctors 
are available at the center on a 24- 
hour basis, prepared for any sort of 
medical emergency. 

Other speakers at the dedication 
were Paul Downey, president of 
Choate Memorial Hospital, Ray 
McNamara, president of the Regional 
Hospital Association, Connie Sprauer, 
director of the health eenter, and Dr. 
George Hazel, thedical director of the 
center. Dr. Hazel set an example to 
be emulated by politicians and 
speakers everywhere. He limited his 
talk to two sentences, saying “We 
have a building, but the work is just 

McNamara presented a dedication 
plaque to’ Mel Woodside, dedicating 


the center to the late Mrs. Lil Wood- 
side. The Woodsides worked for more 
than twelve years to build a health 
care facility,in Wilmington. Mrs. 
Woodside died last year, less than one 
month after the groundbreaking for 
the facility. At that ceremony, she 
said, choking with emotion, ‘We did 
it. We finally did it 

In the continuing effort to build the 
health center, the Woodsides 
collected donations at their drug store 
in Wilmington Center. At first, they 


had hoped to build a hospital, but the 
Mass. Department of Public Health 
ruled that out. Even after it was 
decided to build a health center, 
several hurdles had to be cleared. At 
one point, about four years ago, a 
major attempt to secure funding fail- 
ed, and the center seemed unlikely. 

At that point, the Regional Health 
Center Association contacted Choate 
Memorial Hospital in Woburn. Even- 
tually, an agreement was worked out, 
and Choate built the facility.

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Housing: 
Try again

The Wilmington Housing Authority 
has re-applied to the state for funding 
for 110 units of housing for the elderly, 
it was learned recently. 

The application, hand-delivered two 
weeks ago to the Department of Com- 
munity Affairs by State Represen- 
tative James Miceli and Housing 
Authority member George Hooper, is 
the third filed with the state by the 
Housing Authority in recent years. 

According to Hooper, Wilmington 
was given preliminary approval for 
the state housing in 1974 under the 
Sargent administration. However, 
cutbacks in the Dukakis administra- 
tion put a freeze on the project. Dur- 
ing this time, Hooper said, 
Wilmington was twice refused the 
funds. 

In a letter to William C. Flynn, 
secretary of the Office of Com- 
munities and Development, Barbara 
Larson, Housing Authority chairper- 
son, stressed that Wilmington is a 
“bedroom community" with no 
apartments available because of zon- 
ing regulations. 

“Our up-to-date list of applicants is 
in excess of 250 dating back to 1968," 
she wrote, “Our mere 40 units are 
nowhere near adequate to satisfy this 
great need....our vacancies over the 
past four years have totalled 10,” 

Larson also cited the fact that 
Wilmington, because it is grouped 
with large communities like Cam- 
bridge, Woburn, Lexington and Bel- * 
mont, has been refused additional 
housing in the past. 

“Unlike urban communities that 
have structures available such as old 
manufacturing plants, public schools, 
etc., that can be rehabilitated into 
apartment units, Wilmington should 
not be rejected for not having these 
facilities avaialble,"’ she said. 

Along with the application, the 
Housing Authority submitted two 
petitions signed by nearly 2000 
citizens. One expressed residents’ 
desires for housing for the elderly and 
the other requested the state to re- 
group Wilmington with towns of its 
own size like Tewksbury, Dracut and 
‘Tyngsboro when considering it for 
funds. 

Hooper said that he had been told by 
a member of the Department of @om- 
munity Affairs staff that if 
Wilmington were grouped with towns 
its own size it would receive high 
priority. 

In its present situation, grouped 
with larger towns, Wilmington was 
assessed as having two per cent need 
while Lexington was assessed a 12 per 
cent need and Belmont’s needs were 
rated at 13 or 14 per cent, he said. 

There was good news from the 
Housing Authority, though, on the 25 
units of federally funded family hous- 
ing approved early this year. HUD 
has approved the West Street site 
chosen by the Housing Authority. 

Hooper said his board-was now talk- 
ing with Reading regarding sewerage 
hookups and would be working very 
closely with all Wilmington boards, 

The architect for the project is 
Wilmington West Associates \ of 
Allston, Mass. The project bears the 
label “turn-key housing” since it will 
be built by the contractor and then 
sold to the Housing Authority. 

Wilmington West's bid was for $1,- 
156,930. Much of the money will be 
‘spent right here in town, said Hooper, 
since local sub-contractors will be 
awarded bids whenever possible. 

According to Hooper, the Housing 
Authority hopes to direct at least 10 of 
the 25 units toward elderly housing 
needs. 

Specifications for the project were 
developed by the Wilmington Housing 
-Authority. ‘Kevin McMillan, 
Lorraine Brozyna and Henry Borraz- 
za, worked very closely with me on 
this,"" Hooper said.

How time consuming is the job of a 
state representative? Does it entail a 
full-time or part-time commitment? 

Our founding fathers viewed state 
representation as a part-time occupa- 
tion that would not interfere with the 
planting or harvesting of crops. Of 
course this was at a time when 
government was not the large 
bureaucracy it is today, and when the 
population was spread much thinner 
across the state. But still, is full-time 
representation really necessary to get 
the job done? 

How the question of full-time vs. 
part-time representation is view by 
you may help decide which candidate 
to vote for in the upcoming election 
for State Representative from the 
newly redistricted 2ist District. This 
encompasses South Wilmington 
(Precinct 3), Reading and North 
Reading 

The two opponents in this race 
Democratic candidate Mike Barrett 
and Republican Rep. Nils Nordberg 
hold opposing views of the time com- 
mitment needed for the job 

Ineumbent Nordberg feels part 
time representation is all that is 
necessary and he speaks as a veteran 
in office for the past 10 years. Accor- 
ding to him, “I never viewed State 
Legislature as a career. I believe in 
stepping down and letting someone 
else take over and was going to do this 
until Proposition 13 was passed in 
California. That made me feel 
perhaps the time was right for 
Massachusetts State Legislature to do 
something about taxes - maybe now 
we could “fight city hall.”” As a result 
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time? 


I became one of the sponsors of 
Propositiga 2%. (Although this bill 
was defeated, Rep. Nordberg, if re- 
elected, plans to bring it before the 
House again next year) 

Nordberg believes it is less 
beneficial for the people to have 
someone in office who is depending 
upon being re-elected as & means of 
earning a living. He observes, “Too 
many people are there for the 
paycheck. It’s important for them to 
get re-elected so when they look at 
problems they don't look at the im- 
pact their vote will have on the next 10 
years, instead they look at how it 
affects their chances for re-election in 
the immediate future.” 

In observing representatives who 
make a career out of their office 
Nordberg noted, “Many represen- 
tatives respond to their leader - the

Know your number 


A wrong number could cost you 
your life 

Not very long ago, the Wilmington 
Fire Department sent its ambulance 
to respond to a call for help. The 
caller gave a street address and a 
house number and said that the 
patient was acutely ill 

Precious minutes were lost on that 
call because the house number given 
did not exist. The caller, in his haste, 
had left out one of the digits in the 
patient's real house number. 

When calling the fire department or 
the police department be sure you 
give the correct house number. 
Before an emergency arises, check 
with the assessor's office in the town 
hall to be sure you are using the 
number assigned to you. It could 
avoid a great deal of confusion when 
you need it least.

According to Assessor Anthony 
Krzeminski, most of the houses in 
town are numbered. People often use 
other numbers than those they have 
been assigned, he said, and this 
results in quite a problem for the Fire 
Department. 

Another problem Krzeminski said, 
is that certain sections of town were 
re-numbered three or four years ago 
and some people in these areas have 
continued to use their old numbers. 

Those residents who do not have 
house numbers can easily obtain them 
by asking for one at the Town Hall. 

Using legible house numbers which 
can be seen from the street, can save 
lives. said Lt. Silverius Blonigen of 
the Wilmington Fire Department. 
“We lost four or five minutes on a call 
two weeks ago,’’ he said 
‘Sometimes, in heart attack 
situations, that is all you have."

Speaker of the House - instead of their 
constituents. As a representative if 
you want to become-a chairman of a 
‘committee, you go to the Speaker; if 
you want an aide, you go to the 
Speaker; if you want free postage or a 
larger desk, you to go the Speaker, but 
then he will expect you to do favors in 
return. Small interest groups go to 
the Speaker who in-turn influences the 
legislature. This is why I don't have 
an aide, I buy my, own postage, and I 
share a secretary."” 

Rep. Nordberg does believe there 
are some very good full-time 
representatives, but also that there 
are others like himself who feel they 
can adequately rearrange their time 
(Nordberg owns a catering business in 
Reading) and still get the job done. 
He points out, ‘Sometimes I attend a 
conference or visit a state agency to 
get information on a bill and in doing 
80 miss some roll calls. I am general- 
ly at the State House on Monday, 
Tuesday and Wednesday which are 
the days most roll calls are taken and 
bills are voted on.” 

Thursdays: and Fridays the House 
meets in informal session and 
Nordberg does not believe it is 
necessary for him to be in the State 
House during that time unless 
something important to his district is 
on the calendar. 

Next year in the legislature Rep 
Nordberg feels something significant 
is going to happen with taxes in 
Massachusetts. “My 10 years ex- 
perience in the legislature and four 
years serving on the Committee on 
Taxation is going to be valuable when 
it does happen,"’ says Nordberg. 


Tewksbury Tones 


Conversely we have the view of 
Democratic candidate Mike Barrett 
from Reading who feels it is 
necessary to have a State Represen- 
tative dedicated to the job on a full- 
time basis. Barrett, who is an at- 
torney, states if elected he will not 
practice law while in office, instead 
he has made a commitment to being a 
full-time legislator. As Barrett points 
out, “I am a young person, un- 
married, and can support myself on 
the $17,000 salary that state represen- 
tatives will be receiving in 1979. The 
full time approach will enable me not 
only to work on taxation, but I can 
work on Wilmington's problems too. I 
am interested in making—this job 
much more than it was before.” 

Barrett intends not only in being an 
effective legislator, but also in being 
an advocate in the community for 
groups like the South Wilmington 
Betterment Association. This group 
recently endorsed Barrett as the can- 
didate of its choice for the interest 
and assistance he has shown in the 
Route 129 - West Street reconstruction 
dispute with the D.P.W 

An important role of a state 
representative, Barrett feels, is being 
an ombudsman for the people who 
need his assistance such as the elderly 
or any other special interest group. 

“I am very interested in what can 
be done if this job is taken seriously, 
says Barrett, “‘I want to work full- 
time for two or four very good years.”" 

Barrett views the state represen- 
tative seat as a challenging position 
and one that requires a willingness to 
do some homework. 

‘Recently I worked with the Water 
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Full time? 


Resources Committee in North 
Reading to see if the town was eligible 
to get matching state funds for a 
Water Treatment Plant. In checking 
with the State Division of Water Supp- 
ly I learned North Reading is eligible 
for monies from a 75 million dollar 
fund that is available and that the 
town should apply for aid immediate- 
ly - this is an example of the 
homework a representative must and 
should spend time doing which is why 
I feel it is a full time job.” 

Barrett believes he brings valuable 
experience with him to the job of state 
rep as a 30-year-old attorney who has 
worked in the legislative process (he 
served under Congressmen Torbert 
MacDonald and Michael Harrington 
in 1973-74), and the judicial process 
(he served as a law clerk in

Washington to Judge Jane Green in 
197-78) 

Barrett observes, ‘If we say that 
the only good experience is to be an in- 
cumbent, then we will never have a 
change.” 

Nordberg and Barrett also share op- 
posing views as to the value of public 
office hours for constituents. 

Rep. Nordberg has never held office 
hours at the local town hall because he 
believes they're more for publicity 
purposes than for the convenience of 
constituents in reaching him. Instead 
when he was first elected to office 10 
years ago Nordberg recalls, “I im- 
mediately got a second telephone and 
had both lines hooked up to a 
telephone answering machine so peo- 
ple could reach me anytime day or 
night if they needed to. I don’t believe 
in office hours - you have to pay 
someone to staff an office and who 
will pay for that - the taxpayers - I 
don't want to create another 
bureaucracy. I consider my home has 
beéa my office for 10 years." 

Barrett, if elected would set up 
regular office hours in the town hall or 
other public building one night during 
the week and on Saturday mornings 
rotating between the three towns in 
his district. 

Barrett believes, “'I don't think peo- 
ple want to bother you at your home, 
‘They are more likely to feel freer to 
come and see me during regular of- 
fice hours. I want people to get ac- 
customed to the idea that I am going 
to be present in their town on certain 
days so they can feel at liberty to 
come and see me with their 
problems." 


Chief to choose cruiser colors

The police department through the 
goodness of the Tewksbury taxpayer 
was voted six new cruisers last May, 
and rightly so.

John Sughrue, who lately has gone 
to belittling Trueba on some of his 
opinions opined that the matter of 
white cars was not too well thought. 
out. The next think we would be hav- 
ing would be a Starsky and Hutch 
routine. John talks softly and is hard 
to understand, so we lost some of the 
humor that he evoked with his Starsky 
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and Hutch routine. He also talked 
about unmarked cars and didn't see 
where white would be a good choice 
for an unmarked car. 

Especially, he noted, when the 
police would have to stake-out at the 
Oakdale Mall, for instance, or any 
other area. You would be advertising 
the fact that here, people is our un- 
marked car 

Charlie Coldwell, too, didn’t think 
much of white for unmarked cars.

‘Trueba doggedly continued his fight 
for white on whites with black letter- 
ing.

Chairman Bill Hallisey, recently 
ridding himself of a pair of crutches 
and limping only slightly, thought he 
could put some wisdom into the con- 
versation. He felt that the auto 
dealers would not go along with this 
system. The chief had written that 
none of the car manufacturers would 
deliver three nqgy three later. They 
wanted the six cars to go at one time. 

Trueba stubbornly held out for the 
three and three. He insisted that the 
board call the factory, that they would 
hold the’cars in abeyance. Hallisey 


said that they should list future bids in 
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a different way, and then came up 
with another suggestion: 

Hey, how about using some old junk 
cars as our unmarked cars? Let's just 
jog down to Ed Bowley’s junk place 
and pick up an old car and use it for 
our surveying of any areas? It was 
done in another town with huge 
success, he says happily. Why 
couldn't Tewksbury do it here? 

Shucks, man, if we were to use a 
police car for our unmarked car, the 
town would know it on the second day, 
was the theme, but not so, says 
Trueba. Yes, say his brethren 

Hallisey says let's get a junk car 
and no one would know. The other 
town had borrowed a van to break up a 
drug ring, he informed the selectmen. 

Charlie Coldwell inserts: well what 
about the white cars? Do we go with 
them or with other colors? 

I can see Starsky and Hutch, or 
maybe the Sword of Justice, or how 
about the Green Hornet with his car 
or Batman with a Batmobile. 

But Dick Morris had had enough of 
the harangue, Let's let the police 
chief decide what he wants, Hey, 
fellows, let's get this over with. Oops: 

Just broke the rule. Never use a 
preposition to end your sentence with. 

Oops, did it again. Ok, end of 
sentence 

Ok, say the selectmen. What do we 
do? Do we give the police chief the 
choice and let him decide what he 
thinks is best and cheapest for his 


department ala Morris’ motion or do 
we go with Dick Trueba’s white on 
whites and try to get the three - three 
deal’? 

When they voted, it was for Morris 
on a 3-2 vote.

It was after the Civil War that the emigration 
started - people coming to Massachusetts from the 
land of Evangeline - Acadia. These were the people 
who became known, in Wilmington, as Wilmington 
Frenchmen. That name had a special connotation - it 
meant not a person from France, nor a person from 
French Canada, but one from Nova Scotia, from the 
land of Evangeline. 

They settled in many of the towns of Eastern 
Massachusetts, and their descendants are an impor- 
tant part of those communities today. They did fot 
have the advantage of much schooling, but the 
language they spoke was closer to that of France than 
was that of some of those who came from other parts 
of Canada 

Rudolph Porter was one of those Frenchmen. There 
were many more, who settled in Wilmington, Paul 
Surrette, Mundy Babine, Amos Durkee, and Jerry 
Doucette, to name a few. Rudolph lived close to 
Wilmington Square, and was better known than some 
of the others. His nickname was “Dolph.” 

Everyone knows the story of Evangeline, immor- 
talized by the poet Henry Wadsworth Longfellow. The 
French people of Acadia were removed. from that 
country by the British forces, during the French and 
Indian wars, as a measure of military security, and 
one family was put into every town along the Atlantic 
seaboard. Wilmington had a family by the name of 
Labadeur, Jean and Marie, and nine children 

Dolph Porter and Paul Surrette were descended 
from some of those families. Dolph’s great grand- 
father had been sent to a town on Cape Cod, whence he 
made his way back to Nova Scotia. Paul Surrette, too, 
was descended from a family who had been sent to a 
Massachusetts town, and made its way back to its 
original home. 

Dolph was about 23 years old when he arrived in 
Massachusetts. That would have been about 1882 
Dolph had been doing carpenter work, and fishing, in 
Nova Scotia, when he decided to emigrate he did what 
many others did, go by fishing boat. It was simple 

Fishermen were paid by shares. They went out and 
fished, and sometimes took the fish to Gloucester, to 
sell. When they got to Nova Scotia the money was 
divided, among owners and crew, each man getting a 
share 

So Dolph did his share of the fishing, but instead of 
returning to Nova Scotia, he got off in Gloucester, and 
stayed in the United States. Of course he lost his share 
of the pay, but the other fishermen didn't mind. They 
had more to divide among themselves. 

Dolph made his way to Reading, where dwelt 

_ another Porter, from Nova Scotia - no relative, just a 


friend. There, for a while, he worked for the Hobsong 


Paint family. Then, after a year or so, he got a job 
working on the railroad, as a maintenance man. 

That job centered in Wilmington, on whose tracks 
which had been the Boston & Lowell Road and the 
Wilmington & Andover Road. Both were a part of the 
Boston & Maine. So Dolph moved to Wilmington 

He was a tall man, and an intelligent worker, and 
after a year he became the section boss, a job he held 
for about 33 years. 

The maintenance crews had little four wheel flat 
cars, which were-pushed along the railroad, and on 
which they carried spare railroad ties, éte. Of course, 
for the big jobs, there were were work trains 
Sometimes, in the summer there would be 20 or 30 
‘men, in such a crew, and sometimes only four or five. 
It depended on the size of the job. 

In the winter time there frequently was not_ much 
work on the railroad tracks Rudolph, and two or three 
men would be kept busy clearing the junctions, and 
other such jobs, but many of the men who had had 
summer time jobs would be laid off 

Many of the Wilmington men would go to New 
Hampshire, to work on the ice ponds. Ice.would be cut 
and harvested, and stored in huge ‘ice houses’. Then in 
the summer that ice would be sent by refrigerator 
railroad car to Boston and other places, to serve 
refrigeration needs. 

‘One of those who used to go to New Hampshire every 
winter was Rudolph's friend, Paul Surrette. ‘J 

Wilmington Square, in the 1880s, was not the 
Wilmington Square of today. There was a hill, and a 
bridge over the railroad, and Charlie Hudson had a 
store on the corner of Main Street, northerly of Church 
Street, while a young fellow named Schamiel Macln- 
tosh had a blacksmith shop on the other side of Church 
Street, where the Church Street Hardware is today. 
Going north on Main Street, there was the Blanchard 
House, dating back many years, where dwelt Dr. and 
Mrs. Daniel Buzzell, then the ornate home of the 
Hillers - Dr. Hiller and Dr. France B. Hiller. Beyond 
that was a Buck House, and then a Carter family, 
about where Weinberg's store is today 


Mrs. Hiller, of course, was well known. She was the 
“casket lady” and the Boston papers had a lot to say of 
her. Mrs. Dr.-Hiller made “‘good story,”” and never 
mind the facts. She gloried in the stories. 

Dolph was working 10 hours a day. He was now a 
foreman. His pay, relatively speaking. was adequate 

It was on April 11, 1887 that he got married. The 
bride was a Nova Scotia girl, Mary J. White, 18 years 
old. The wedding was in Ballardvale. (Andover), at 
St. Augustine's Church 

All the Catholics of Wilmington went to St. 
Augustine's. Mostly Irish and French, they would take 
the Sunday morning train at the North Wilmington sta- 
tion, to attend Mass in Andover.

Two or four men would stand on the 
car, and pump on the lever, to propel the hand car, which 
could effect a speed of up to 20 miles and hour. 


Dolph is at left. Behind him is Peter Brabant of Parker 


Street. On the hand car is Rudolph Babine of Columbia 
Street. The next man is Mike Nee, probably of Harris 
Street. At right is Mundy Babine, Mundy's home is the 
white house on Middlesex Avenue Wilmington opposite 
Federal Street 


It was thus that Rudolph and Mary Porter were 
married, not in Wilmington, but in Andover. There 
were to be 12 children of that marriage. Their's was 
one of the last Wilmington marriages celebrated at St. 
ig s. St. Thomas’ Church was founded soon 
after. 

The old Wilmington & Andover Railroad station, 
which had stood by the railroad tracks northerly of the 
Andover Railroad (today called the Wildcat) had been 
moved to a point about opposite to the present 
Wilmington Fire Station, where it stands today, 
probably the second oldest railroad building in the 
United States. It was into that house that Rudolph and 
Mary moved, and where the first of their children 
were born. The attending physician was probably Dr. 
Daniel Buzzell . 

Rudolph Porter and Danie! Buzzell got along well 
together. Rudolph had a home in Nova Scotia, that he 
had built when he was about 20 years old, and he sold 
that home to Dr. Buzzell, 

That was fine, but one point was bothering Rudolph. 
He built that home in Nova Scotia with some lumber 
bought from a man named McIntyre. He still owed 
about $20, but Mr. McIntyre had moved, and nobody 
knew the new address, , 

It took some years for. Dolph Porter to find out 
where Mclntyre lived. Finally, from friends in Nova 
Scotia he learned that McIntyre was living in Califor- 
nia. Eventually he paid the money that he owned. It 
was the longest held debt in the life of Rudolph Porter. 

Rudolph made a point of paying all debts. One of the 
funny stories of Wilmington, 60 or 70 years ago, was 
one of Rudolph telling how he had arranged to pay 
George Buck some money that was owed for hay and 
grain. George Buck owned a store right next to the 
railroad station 

‘The humor of the story was not that Dolph was pay- 
ing 50 cents a week to George Buck, but in the telling 
of the story in the French accent that Dolph Porter us- 
ed. The writer heard it, from several sources, over 
half a century ago. 

Paul Surrette, Dolph’s friend, had a younger brother 
Henry, who became the coachman for Mrs. Dr. Hiller. 
Eventually he was to marry the lady, a story that 
became well known, and again was embellished by ad- 
ditions, as it was reported in the Boston papers. 

When young Surrette married Mrs. Dr. Hiller, he 
changed his name to Henry Hiller, the name of his 
bride's deceased husband. After the marriage, the cou- 
ple left for a trip around the world, but they only got as 
far as Denver. Dolph took care of the Hiller dog while 
the couple was gone. 

When they returned Mrs. Hiller built the building 
that is now the home of the Bedell Brothers Insurance 
company. It was here that Henry Hiller was going to 
have his business - real estate. 

Henry Hiller, like the other Frenchmen, did not have 
the advantage of much formal education. But a real 
estate company was set up, and Mrs. Hiller bought a 
lot of land, easterly of Church Street, and made up a 
sub-division so that her new husband could be a 
businessman. 

That sub-division took in a lot of land around the pre- 
sent Beacon Street and Columbia Street, Among the 
first to byy land from the new Henry Hiller was 
Rudolph Poker He bought several acres of land, on 
both sides of Columbia Street. 

There, in 1895, he built his home, today the home of 
his son Henry. Beside it is the home of a daughter, 
also built on the same land. 


Tt was about 1995 that things started happening 
around Wilmington Square. The railroad station burn- 
ed down, for instance, and then later Schamiel Macin- 
tosh’s place of business, and Hudson's store. All this

led to the establishment of a fire department, to the 
delight of Rudolph Porter, who became one of the first 
members. He remained a member until he was too old 
to respond to fires. 

Also there was a young lady who began to learn the 
business of photography. She was Mildred Holt, one of 
two daughters of Postmaster Milton Holt, a Civil War 
veteran (15th Maine, Volunteers). Milton lived on 
what is now Kirk Street, in the last house on the right. 

Mildred took up photography long before the days of 
the modern camera, and she frequently took pictures 
around Wilmington Square, some of which still exist. 
‘That was fine with Rudolph Porter, dressed in his neat 
blue suit and dapper derby. He would pose for Mildred 
any time 

When ‘the first street car came through Wilmington, 
from Woburn toward Billerica, Rudolph jumped on the 
front seat and sat there beside the motorman, while 
Charlie Sargent, wearing vest and straw hat, made as 
if he was getting aboard. Rudolph thought that was a 
wonderful picture. 

Mildred took a picture of the Hudson Building, in 
Wilmington Square, the building where the first 
Methodist services were held. There was Charlie Hud- 
son, and Bill Carter, and there too, was Rudolph 
Porter. Charlie Hudson, incidently, built the home 
that is now called the Roman House, which now serves! 
as the offices of the Wilmington Public Schools. 

What the writer considers the finest picture is one of 
Rudolph standing almost in the middle of Church 
Street, with the Hudson Building to the right, at the 
time that the railroad was putting a new bridge over 
the track, at Burlington Avenue. It tells the whole 
story. One can see how Herbert Barrows was hauling 
in fill, from where Sweetheart Plastics is now. One 
can see how the hill was being made higher. And one 
can see Rudolph, in his neat suit and derby, smiling 
proudly 

After 33 years as a railroad maintenance man 
Rudolph sort of retired, and became the crossing; 
tender, for the Wildcat Railroad. He had a little shan~ 
ty, in which he could sit when it was raining or snow.’ 
ing. In nice weather he sit out in the sun. 

Wilmington residents, on their way perhaps to Silver 
Lake, always had a wave for Rudolph Porter, and he 
always had a wave in return. He was a popular man. 

Rudolph held that last job for seven years, and then 
turned it over to his friend Henry Hiller. He retired, to 
live at home ; 

A few years later, on April 29, 1932, he died. He was 
72 years old, a well liked and well respected resident of » 
Wilmington. :

cent of its games in order to qualify 
for post season play. The 70 per cent 
rule has always come into play if a 
team hasn't qualified by finishing first 
or second in its league. 

The problem with this headmasters’ 
decision is that most coaches did not 
find out about this rule until after they 
had made up their schedules. It's not 
uncommon for a coach in any sport to 
schedule a tough non-league opponent 
before the start of the regular league 
schedule in order to get his team 
ready for the regular season. This 
Tule could also stand to benefit the 
coaches and athletic directors who 
have no qualms about scheduling a 
couple of non-league “‘ringers"’ along 
the way. 

Another possible problem here is 
that only league games will be figured 
for tournament seedings. A team that 
loses three non-league games would 
be a top seeded team if it should 
happen to go undefeated in that 
league. The non-league teams that 
defeat them then of course would have 
lesser ratings. 

Does all this make any sense to 
you? It is another case where the 
headmasters are striving to make all 
tournament play identical for all

sports. This is about as impossible as 
trying to prevent a sport's schedule 
from running into another's.
